CROWN PRINCE WILLIAM’S TROUBLE. 


The Medical Record’s” Story of a Bungling 
Operation by English Doctors. 


New York, May 4.—There will appear in 
this week’s issue of the Medical Record which 
has given the subject of the late Emperor 
William’s and the present German Emperor’s 
illness, more than ordinary attention, an ac- 
count of Crown Prince William and the cause 
to which is due his crippled arm. It will go 
far toward disabusing people of the belief that 


Prince William is afflicted with any disegse of 
a scrofulous nature, reports to that effect 
having recently been sent to En- 
glish and American papers from Berlin. 
The authority for the Record story is a physi- 
cian who attended the gymnasium with the 
Crown Prince William, and Dr. Shrady says 
his information is entirely trustworthy. The 
story is as follows: 

The present difficulty of the Crown Prince 
William dates from his birth, when a fracture 
of the left arm occurred which resulted in that 
member being about two inches shorter than 
the other and has given rise to the stories of 
his being affiicted with sacrofula. Prior to the 
birth of ber child Empress Victoria, the then 
Crown Princess, was seriously ill and her 
mother, Queen Victoria, dispatched from 
London two English obstetricians to attend 


her. These physicians found themselves 
unable to cope with the difficulty that 
presented itself and then arrived the necessity 
for a consultation. A messenger was dis- 


patched for Prof. Martin the elder, since dead, 
who at that time was high in the circles of the 
court, and President of one of the univers!- 
ties. Piqued atthe introduction of the Ena- 
glishmen in the case to the exclusion of those 
of the Fatheriand, the eminent scientist re- 
turned this answer: ‘Ifl was not able to at- 
tend to the Crown Princess in the first place I 
am not able to do it now.’ 
PROF. MARTIN'S BRUSQUE MANNER. 

‘*‘Informed of this brusque reply of Prof. 
Martin, Emperor William, at that time King 
of Prussia, issued an imperial edict ordering 
the obdurate physician to attend the Crown 
Princess. Such «a summons had to be obeyed. 
Prof. Martin went to the palace. He was con- 
ducted into the presence of the Crown 
Princess, where were the two Engifsh obste- 
tricians. Salutmg the Crown Prince, who 
was in the apartment, the German physician 
silently gave his attention to the 
royal mother, overcame the difficulty 
that had puzzled the London doctors, placed 
the new born infant in the arms ofa nurse, 
bowed stiffiy to the two professional gentle- 
men from England and retired from the apart- 
ment without utteringa word. Here was the 
spectacle of a proud scientific man, who 
would not unbend for royalty. He had per- 
formed his duty, in a taciturn manner, itis 
true, but that was all. Prof. Martin was dis- 
missed from court. When the little Prince 
wasSor4days old it was discovered that his 
left arm was fractured a short distance from 
Who breke it? Did the 
accident occur through the agency of 
Prof. Martin, or while the babe was inthe 
care of ite English attendants? That question 
has never been answered, probably never 
willbe. The doctor who broke the arm felt 
the snap of the infantile bone..

WHEAT IN DAKOTA. 


A MONOPOLY THAT NEARLY DESTROYED A 
GREAT TERRITORY. 


The Dalrymple Farms and How They Were 
Managed—Thousands of Harvesters At- 
tracted to the Northwest and Left to 
Starve—How the Small Farmers Were 
Robbed of Their Lands—The Rise and 
Fall of a Tyraunous Organization. 


The change that has come over the agricul- 
tural industry of the Northwest during the 
last five or six years,’’ said Philip Northrup 
of Fort Benton, Dak., to a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter, ‘‘is most remarkable, and most 
beneficial tothe people of Dakota at large. 
I have been a resident of Dakota for the last 
fifteen years, and have witnessed the growth 
of the great wheat farming industry, its de- 
velopment, and its decline. When the Dal- 
rymples, some twelve years ago, if I re- 
member correctly, first began to work their 
great tracts of land, it was regarded as an 
enterprise of mmense value to the Territory, 
and such it proved to be for some time. Im- 
mense tracts of land which had previously 
been useless were taken up and placed under 
cultivation, there was a great demand for 
labor, wages were good, the taxable wealth 
of the Territory was increased, immigration 
was attracted, money was put into circulation 
and an era of unexampled prosperity seemed 
to have begun. 

HOW IMMIGRATION WAS ATTRACTED. 

But this state of affairs lasted but a very 
short time, and before three years were over 
those living in the wheat country found that 
they were completely at the mercy of the 
great corporations which had entered the 
fleid of agriculture, and the small farmers es- 
pecially were ground down inthe most ruth- 
less fashion. Soon after the Dalrymple farms 


had been established, allthe Western agri- 
cultural States, lowa, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Illinois were flooded with 
advertisements depicting in the liveliest 
colors the prosperity of Dakota, and stating 
that from 1,500 to 2,000 hands could secure em- 
ployment at good wages during the harvest in 
the wheat fields. At the first glance this 
seemed to promise great benefit to the terri- 
tory, butits results were almost destructive 


both to the inhabitants and the im 
migrants. Instead of 2,000 in the year 
1879 alone more than 5,000 men 


streamed into the Territory to gather the har- 
vest. This was just what the great wheat- 
raisers wanted. Ofcourse there was no work 
for such an army of laborers, and the em- 
plogers had them all at their mercy. The first 
step was to discharge nearly all their old 


bands, under the pretext that most of 
these had homes of some sort, 
while the immigrants who had come 


to the Territory In response to the advertise- 
ments had only their labor to depend on. The 
real reason, however, was that the new men, 
having little money, could be forced to work 
cheaply more easily than those who had al- 
ready accumulated something. 

A GRINDING MONOPOLY. 

„Next began a general and continuous re- 
duction of wages. A man would hire out at #2 
a day, but after he had worked a day or two 
the gang boss would inform him that another 


man was willing to take his place at 
$1.50, and that he would either have 
to accept this rate or leave. As 


there was no demand for labor outside of the 
wheat fields the employers had complete con- 
trolof the situation, and were thus able to 
reduce wages to a very low figure, 50 cents a 
day being in 1879 and 1880 the usual price paid 
toward the end of the harvest, while hun- 
dreds of men were compelled to work for 
their board alone, which they did because the 
only alternative was starvation. Even on 
these terms from 25 to 40 centof the men 
were unemployed and suffered the greatest 
privations, while many were driven to com- 
mit depredations in order to sustain life. 
ROBBING THE FARMERS. 

„The next class to be attacked, Mr. North- 
rup went on to say, was the small farmers. 
They thought that the great influx of labor 
would bea godsend to them, but soon found 
that they were as completely under the heel of 


the large farmers as the ‘ers. They dis- 
covered this when the to send their 
crops to market. On g the rail 
road they found every car engaged for 
weeks ahead by the great wi barons, and 
that the small were left with the wheat 
on their hands, but no money. Onattempting 
to obtain loans from the banks it was dis- 
covered that the directors, who w under 


the control of the corporations, deciined to 
lend money on wheat. The wages of the har. 
vest hands had to be met, and somet ad 
to be done. At this int the 
of the monopoly stepped in and o 
to buy all the wheat offered, nami 
however, a price far below its value. 
was no help for it and the small farmers 
to dispose of their crops for what they 
get. After an experience of this kind had 
repeated two or three years in succession the 
mall farmers saw that it was h less for 
them to attempt competition and offered their 
lands and bouses for sale.

DRAPED IN MOURNING. 


A Serious Difficulty Over the Management of 
0 the Illinois Northwestern College. 


NAPERVILLE, II., May 4.—A difficulty in the 
management of Northwestern College, which 
is located here, has proved quite serious. The 
institution is governed by a board of fifteen 
trustees, representing eleven conferences of 
the Evangelical Church. When this board 
met in February, 1887, only four ot the trustees 
were residents of Ulinois. The fact was then 


brought out that the Illinois statutes required 
two-thirds of the board to be residents of the 
State, thus making the board illegal. The 
trustees, however, proceeded with the regular 
business of the session and just before 
ad — „ the President ot the 
college, v. H. H. Rassweller, and the 
Treasurer, Rev. Jesse Lerch, a committee to 
endeavor to have the law so amended that it 
would not apply to this institution. The com- 
mittee succeeded in having an amendment to 
the act passed Dy the lower House, but while 
it was pending in the Senate, a number of 
influential members of the Evangelical 
Church, residents of Naperville and other 
points in the State, cameto the conclusion 
that the future of the college would be more 
auspicious under the existing law, and pre- 
vailed upon President Rassweiler to with- 
draw from the committee. After he had with- 
drawn, the amendment ‘‘died.’’ When the 
Board of Trustees met in 1 session 
in February last, they found the 
law unchanged and an ment here de- 
cidedly opposed to their proceeding to 
business until the board was so constituted as 
to conform with the two-thirds requirement. 
They were compelled to adjourn until the va- 
rious conferences could meet and elect resi- 
dents of Illinois to represent them as trustees. 
Yesterday the new board met and one of its 
first acts was to appoint Bishop John Bowman 
of Chicago President of the institution and 
Rassweiler Vice-President, whose term expires 
at the close of this school year. 
The Committee on Faculty reported 
that they had requested the President 
to use his influence toward having the 
two-third law amended He agreed, inas- 
much as there was a difference of opinion in 
regard to the advisability of amending the 
law, to maintain a strict neutrality. This con- 
cession did not satisfy the committee, who 
recommended that the present incumbent 
should not be reappointed. Protests were 
made against this action by several of the 
trustees, but the report was adopted by a ma- 
jority vote. The board also employed a Chi- 
cago law firm with instructions to do their 
utmost toward having the obnoxious law 
amended. Resolutions were passed declaring 
that if the amendment was not passed the 
college should be removed from the State. 
Citizens and students are indignant at the 
failure to reappoint President Rassweller, and 
express the opinion that it will be destructive 
to the interest of the institution. The junior 
class Says it will leave the college asaunit at 
the end of the year and the 4 with 
three exceptions; say they will follow.
